said, ‘We've been doing it for almost a

prior.to this year in what was called 
W.LN. (Work Incentive Program) which 
was recently disbanded after eight or 
nine years, Zucchiatti said. 

In the W.J.N. program, people who 

_were on ADC (Aid to Dependent 
Children) did not have to go out to work 
if they were the sole support of a child 
under six years of age. 

Since the disbandonment of W.LN., 
Zucchiatti said, the ADC person must 
accept a work assignment if the child is 
over six months old. However,. he

added, the department has not applied 
such’ pressure to people until the child 
teaches six. 

Zucchiatti said GA (General Assis- 
tance people) are now at work on 
various sites—the Animal Shelter, the 
Senior Center, and other such non- 
profit organizations. Their insurance is 
covered by the Social Services Depart- 
ment. 

City superintendent Mike Dionne 
said that East Jordan will start with six 
GA people, and put on more if it works 
well.

Dionne plans to have them working at 
the Tourist Park, the landfill, and at 
Sportsman’s Park. He said the DPW 
work force, working along with them, 
will be supervising the GA workers at 
the same time. | - 

This typifies the way other govern- 
mental units are cooperating. The Social 
Services Department, Zucchiatti said, 
expects to be able to place 80 to 150 
people on work sites, but would like to 
find work sites for all the 290 people on 
assistance now who qualify for doing 
various types of work. 


“It’s not to be busy-work,” Zuc- 
chiatti pointed out. He said it often 
turns out to be good work experience for 
the GA person, and ‘‘it seemed to weed 
out the free-loaders.’’ 

Some, who can’t find employment, 
are glad to be doing something for the 
financial assistance they receive, some 
just tolerate it, Zucchiatti said. 

He explained the pay is figured by 
taking the amount received per month, 
divided by minimum wage. This also 
determines the number of hours the GA 
person works.

Sherk bar 
verdict 


in 10 days 


A decision is expected within 10 days 
on whether state liquor laws were 
violated at Chuck’s Place in East Jordan 
on Christmas Eve. 

A five-hour hearing was held April 22 
by the Michigan Liquor Control Com- 
mission, 

Two city police officers say the bar 


- violated closing rules, while bar owner 


Chuck Sherk has filed complaints 
against one policeman for allegedly 
submitting a false report and for acting 
in an improper manner when he entered 
the bar that night. 

Sherk said he will hear by letter 
whether the LCC decides his bar was in 
violation. 

The report that was sent to the 
commission on Dec. 29 by police of- 
ficers Ron Malinowski and Paul Tim- 
mons made four charges, claiming the 
bar was serving after hours and to an 
intoxicated person on Dec. 24. 

Sherk has maintained the violation 
report is false in every respect and, in 
fact, before the report was made public, 
had submitted his own complaint

He acted as lawyer in his own defense 
at the hearing held at the Chebay- 
gan County courthouse.

completed and Phase 2 will start this 
spring. Under Phase I twenty-two 
tourist sites were eliminated due to the 
berm along M-66, Phase 2 is supposed 
to eliminate twenty-two more sites due 
to a new road. That eliminates 44 sites. 
Is this feasible? 

In the past there has always been 
enough room for everyone; tourists, 
tenters, and mobile homes, but with 44 
sites being eliminated it poses a 
different situation. The new road would 
parallel an existing road. Why not 
resurface the old road and retain the 22 
sites that will be eliminated? 

Many people with children have 
suggested that Phase 2 should be the 
elimination of Phase 1. This way they 
could park their cars at the beach and 
still watch their kids swimming, as 
there now is no parking in this area. 

They park behind the community 
building where they can not see the 
beach and quite often can not park, due 
to less parking spaces, due to the 
renovation that took place last summer. 

My theory has always been that if 
there wasn’t room for everyone, even 
over the 4th of July, I would have 
withdrawn my objections as to what is 
planned in the future. 

But in my five years in the park I have 
never seen an overflow, with a lot of the 
tourists we do get, turned away from 
Young’State Park or Whiting Park and 
told to try East Jordan. 


In closing, 1 hope the committee will 


reconsider. 

I sincerely hope that the East Jordan 
residents realize that there will be no 
guaranteed income for park upkeep or 
school tax income which is currently 
realized through payments from the 
mobile homes in the park. 

The ‘‘phase out’’ of mobile homes 
leaves the maintenance of the park a full 
responsibility of the taxpayer.

ORDINANCE NO. 134 


AN ORDINANCE TO PROVIDE FOR THE ESTABLISHMENT OF 
ADMINISTRATIVE DEPARTMENTS OF THE CITY AND THE 
EXERCISE OF CERTAIN ADMINISTRATIVE POWERS BY 
VARIOUS ADMINISTRATIVE DEPARTMENTS OF THE CITY 
OF EAST JORDAN, FOR THE HEALTH, SAPETY AND 
WELFARE OF PERSONS AND PROPERTY IN THE CITY. 


THE CITY OF EAST JORDAN ORDAINS: 
ARTICLE I 
TITLE 


Section 1.1 Title This Ordinance shall be known and cited 


as the Administrative Department 
Ordinance. 


INTENT OF THE ORDINANCE 
It is the intent of the Council in this ordinance to 
specifically outline the duties and responsibilities of the 
Council, its Committees and its Appointed Department Heads. 


COUNCIL 


The City Council as the elected body governing the city 
Shall establish and direct what the policy of the city and 
its administration shall be. 


COMMITTEES 


Committees of the Council shall aid the council in 


establishing and communicating the policy of the City to the 
City Department Heads. 


DEPARTMENT HEADS 


The Heads of Departments for the City of East Jordan 
shall be responsible for carrying out the policy as 
established by the City Council. The Department heads as 
appointed by the City Council shall be accountable to the 
City Council and serve at the pleasure of the City Council, 
and wil} report directly to the City Council. All
